PETITIONS. 

Col. Eakor withdrew tho petition on 
behalf of tho three proposed Koofconay 
railways, tho chances being that tlioy 
would obtain charters from the Domin- 
ion, as being for the general advantage 
of Canada. 

Hon. Mr. F.eaven took exception to 
the assumption liy tho Dominion govern- 
ment of provincial powers, remarking 
that frequently, when Dominion and 
provincial rights had been brought be- 
fore the judicial committee of the Privy 
Council, tho claims of the provinces had 
been vindicated. It bad never been 
satisfactorily decided that the Domin- 
ion government bad the power to char- 
ter provincial railways. Ho thought it 
was for this province to charter its rail- 
way and leave tho Dominion to take 
what action tlioy chose thereafter. 

Col. Baker held that the Dominion 
government had the power to veto uny 
measures passed by provincial legisla- 
tures. 

Hon. Mr, Beaven denied tiir. I the 
Dominion government had power to 
veto any provincial legislation. It could 
only veto it under certain conditions. 
Other provinces had taken exception to 
Dominion assumptions, and lie thought 
this province should staud upon its 
rights. 

lion. Mr, Robson agreed on general 
principles with the leader of the opposi- 
tion, and asked that the member for 
Kootenav should further explain why he 
did not now desire provincial legisla- 
tion. 

Col. Baker said that incorporation for 
these roads which connected with points 
outside of this province had been sought 
for from the Dominion, but difficulties 
might arise owing to divergence in the 
legislation which the Dominion and pro- 
vincial parliaments might respectively- 
pass. It was to avoid any clashing that 
it was sought to withdraw the petitions, 
the proposed roads coming under the 
classification "for the general advantage 
of Canada." 

Mr. Orr thought that the right of tho 
provinces should be mudo valid even if 
necessary by the obtainment of amend- 
ments to the li N. A. Act. Every rail- 
way or portion of a railway which 
passed through this province should be 
subject to provincial jurisdiction. 

The Speaker ruled that it wa.3 com- 
petent for the member to withdraw the 
petition. British Columbia had entered 
the Union subject to the provisions of 
the Union Act, to which exception was 
now taken. 

lion. Mr. Heaven held that it was a 
wrong construction to place upon the 
Dominion act to interpret the words 
"for the general advantage of Canada" 
as taking a provincial railway out of 
the jurisdiction of the province. Ho 
cited t'nt case of the Privy Council in 
the case of the St. Catharines Milling 
Company as being the greatest victory 
which the province of Ontario had ob- 
tained against tho Dominion. 

Hon. Mr. Robson was quite sure that 
this province would be as ready a» any 
other province to resist undue assump- 
tions on the part of the Dominion. But, 
in the present caso, there was consider- 
able difference, all that was now sought 
being incorporation for a railway con- 
necting with a foreign railway, which 
was really part of a foreign railway sys- 
tem. 

Mr. Orr contended that tho province 
ought to have the unquestioned right 
to connect its railways with those that 
were outside of the province and out- 
side of the Dominion. 

Leave to withdraw was granted. 

The following petitions were road and 
received : Of Oeo. De Wolf anil Wm. 
Cbickmay, for a private bill to incor- 
porate "The British Columbia Electric 
Company." Of Ewen E. Olcott, for a 
private bill (re lease of Vale Creek and 
Hills Bar for mining purposes.) Of 
E. O. Prior and others, for a private 
bill to incorporate "The Okanagan and 
Kootcnay Railway Company." Of tho 
Vancouver Water Works Company, for 
a private hill amending their Act of In- 
corporation. 

Mr. Orr presented a petition from a 
number of inhabitants of Vancouver, 
asking to he incorporated ns "Tho 
British Columbia Jockey Club." 

The Speaker said as this was the last 
day for receiving petitions for private 
bills this petition would be rend to-day.

Mr. A. E. Howso, of Nicola Lake, 
arrived down on Wednesday night and 
loft this morning for Montreal. He 
states that the recent cold weather in 
Nicola will have very serious results for 
the Mtock raisers in that region. The 
destruction of the food in the winter 
ranges by the grasshoppers last sum- 
mer was a very serious blow, but with 
two and a half feet of snow frozen hard 
by the intense cold, the chances aro ten 
to one that the cattle and horses will 
die by the thousand on thu ranges. 
There i» no feed of any sort in the Lower 
Nicola region, the ranchers not having 
oats enough to feud their horses to 
go out and hunt their cattle. Mr. Howso 
will send a carload of oats in, in the 
hope of somewhat mitigating tho dis- 
tress. Should tho present weather con- 
tinue there is little hope, for tho cattle 
aro already poor for lack of food. rJorsos 
aro frozen stilF standing in thu deep 
snow on the hillsides. It is difficult to 
estimate what the loss will be, hut 
there is a million dollars' worth of stock 
in the Nicola region, and a large propor- 
tion of these will perish. It is in tho 
Lower Nicola that the distress is great- 
est, for there the ravages of the grass- 
hopper were severest, and consequently 
the ranchers have loss feed than in other 
sections. Thu Douglas Lake Cattle 
Co. will not sull'cr to a great 
extant unless a long continued 
cold ensues. The grasshoppers did not 
attack their ranges as in Lower Nicola, 
and having their winter feeding grounds 
under fence tlioy aro in a much bettor 
position than the smaller ranchers. Mr. 
Howso states that tho latter foel very 
despondent at tho series of troubles 
with which they have have had to con 
tend during the past year. 

Mr. Howse's object in visiting the 
east is that of purchasing a lifty-barrel 
roller flouring mill. During tho past 
year $5,000 have been sent out of Lower 
Nicola for Hour. The farmers could 
not b« 1 1 their wheat as there was no 
mill to purchase it. Tho roller mill to 
he introduced will buy their wheat next 
year and supply the flour of the dis- 
trict, thus keeping tho money thoro 
and promoting agriculture,

"he defence, after denying tho fraud, 
sot up a counter claim against, the 
plaintiff, Saunders, disputing the judg- 
ment debt of §22,000, upon which he 
claimed as a creditor of Warren, and 
alleging that the judgment was a incro 
contrivance, as between Warren, uiul 
the judgment creditor. 

The trial occupied three days, and 
was concluded yesterday. 

From the voluminous documents anil 
evidence adduced, it appeared that the 
defendant Boscowitz, a man of consider- 
able wealth resident in England, ami 
who hud previously lived in this pro- 
vince, in the year 1881, engaged James 
D. Warren as "his agent to buy furs and 
fur seals, and between the date of his 
employment and the commencement of 
their proceedings in 1SS!), had been en- 
trusted by Boscowitz with several hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars to use in 
the business upon the agreement that 
Boscowitz was to advance all necessary 
moneys and allow Warren one half of 
the net profits derived from the ad- 
venture. Boscowitz came to tho pro- 
vince in 1884. 

During part of these transactions, 
viz., in iss.'t, and 1884, Warren first 
mortgaged the real estate in question, 
and afterwards conveyed it absolutely 
to Boscowitz, the same at the time of 
the conveyance being vsiued at §17,000, 
and he also mortgaged the schooners 
to Boscowitz. The transfer of the real 
estate, and the mortgages of the schoon- 
ers formed the subject of the present 
suit. (Jp to the time of the seizure by 
the U. S. government presently re- 
ferred to, the schooners were employed 
by Warren in the fur sealing business, 
carried on by him for Boscowitz. 

BVom tllO facts of the ease it appeared 
that Warren by t be 1st January, lSS:i, 
had fallen in arrear with Boscowitz, 
sonio $22,000, which by tho end of 1884 
had increased to$80,000, but which sum, 

owing to successful sealing ventures was 
again decreased to $4 1,000, by the 25th 
October, 1886, on which date Boscowitz 
returned to England leaving Warren in 
charge of the sealing business. In the 
meantime, however, Warren had, with- 
out Boscowitz's knowledge engaged in 
steamships, canneries, and other pur- 
suits, on his private account, which 
resulted in losses aggregating §lo(),- 
000, Mid left him indebted, outside 
of securities given by him, upon 
his shipping properly, ami outside 
Of what be o.ved BoWCOWitZ, to 
the amount of §31,000, and it Mas 

shown by correspondence that Bosco- 
witz had advanced Warren $10,000 for 
the purpose of paying off his unsecured 
creditors and had offerod to secure the 
balance for him, payable in one and two 
years, but that Warren had appro- 
priated the icy advanced him by 

Boscowitz to other purposes. Besides 
these advances Boscowitz had also re- 
tired mortgages, and taken oyer other 
incumbrances by Warren mi his steam- 
ship and other property to the amount 
of $125,000, which amount, however, 
he subsequently reimbursed himself. In 
the interval Warren's wife had accumu- 
lated real ami personal property of con- 
siderable value, and she also laid claim 
lo the absolute ownership of tho steam 

ship Barbara Boscowitz, one of the 

securities held by Boscowitz, but ivhich 
claim was tried SOtnfl months since in an 
action by Mrs. Warren against liosco- 
witz ami decided against, her. 

Accounts^rere produced subsequent 
to the settlement of ISSli, when Warren 
owed Boscowitz $4 1,000, showing that 
Boscowitz had advanced some §10,(100 
more towards the sealing business, 
which was carried on during 1SH7 and 
part of I8SS, Warren claiming that he, 
also, had paid nut for the same purpose 
sufficient to not only pay oil' the balance 
of $11,000, but to biing Boscowitz in 
debt to him, upwards of $20,000. Bo- 
fore any settlement could be had, or ac- 
counts adjusted, nearly all of the sealing 
schooners, with their catches, woro 
seized by the United States government 
on occasion of being taken Bailing in the 
Bchriug's Sea, Consequent on the 
Bblzure it claim was put in by Warren, 
in tho name of Iuh brother-in-law, Thos, 
Hy. Cooper, against the United Status 
government for §200,000, but Cooper, 

himself now claimed, that, as against 
H iscowitz, ho was entitled to thu whole 
of tho compensation (if any) to be 
awarded, 

Mr. Taylor appeared for the plaintiff 

whoso cose was concluded at aboul 2:,'io 
p. in., when the AUuriioy-Oonoral, with 
whom was Mr. llodwoll, addressed thu 



jury at considerable length, and then 
placed tho defendant Boscowitz in tho 
box, who had only commenced his evi- 
dence, when tho jury announced that 
they were unanimously of opinion that 
fraud on tho part of Boscowitz. hud been 
perfectly negatived. 

His lordship, agreeing with the con- 
clusion arrived at, gave judgment in 
favor of Boscowitz upon tho claim with 
costs, and directed that tho counter 
claim, raising the question whether 
fctnundors was entitled to rank as a 
creditor of Warren should be referred to 
the registrar. 

A PISTOL BULLET 

Terminates tho Mfe of a Youne; Victorian 
—Particulars of the Tragedy. 

A Seattle special to TllE Colonist 
luat night contains tho following parti- 
culars of a tragedy which was enacted 
in that city early yesterday morning. 
The young woman mentioned was 
known in this city as Annie Johnson, or 
Ella Marston, and first became ac- 
quainted with Jack Anporson while an 
inmate of a disreputable house on 
B rough ton street, next to the Transfer 
stables. 

SEATTLE, Feb. 20. — John Anderson, 
of Victoria, shot himself with suicidal 
intent this morning at 5 o'clock, and 
died exactly twelve hours later. John 
Anderson was a resident of Victoria, 
where his parents are hitrhly respected, 
his father being proprietor of thu 
Clarence hotel. He became in- 
fatuated with a disreputable young 
woman whose name is Elmie, hut 
who has travelled under SO many 
aliases as lo completely bide her 
identity. The girl is quite pretty, 
her beauty being of the blonde 
type, but her character, or rather lack 
of character, caused trouble botween 
young Anderson and his father. The 
sou came to Seattle some ten days ago, 
about the same time that the woman, 
who had caused all tho trouble, journey- 
ed hither and took up her residence in 
a disorderly house kept by Lou Graham. 
Here Anderson visited her two or three 
days ago. He and the woman had a 
misunderstanding and she would not 
have anything more to do with him, and 
he hecanio very despondent. Last 
night there was u dance in tho 
"Two Johns" saloon, directly beneath 
the Auzru House, and Anderson attended. 
There be met the woman and walked up 
and spoke to her. She did not answer 
him hut turned her back and opened a 
conversation with another man who was 
standing near. Several times during 
the night Anderson attempted to speak 
to the woman but she refused each 
time to have anything to do 
with him, and at last, goaded to 
desperation, the young man rushed from 
the dance hall to his room on the lloor 
above, and draw ing a pistol, shot him- 
self in the right side. Tho ball struck 
tho ribs and glanced upward, and al- 
though Dr. Grant, who was hastily 
summoned, probed for it, it was not 
located. 

Anderson is well known to tho sport- 
ing fraternity bore, having spent con- 
siderable of his time in this city. The 
woman who caused him to commit the 
crime was hanging around the corridors 
of the hotel this morning placing herself 
on exhibition, and really seemed to con- 
sider herself quite a heroine.

Yestorilay morning the new street 
cars were seen for the first time on 
Government street, No. 3 passing Tare 
Colonist oflice at about 10 o'clock with 
an excursion party of representative 
citizens on hoard. Everything ran 
smoothly, and the company and their 
energetic head, Mr. Higgius, are de- 
serving of congratulation on the fact 
that the system has been inaugurated 
with less delays and fewer of the un- 
pleasant incidents generally inseparable 
from the first operation of a new road 
than probably any other electric road in 
America. Only once or twice have I lie 
cars so far left tile rails, although with 
the majority of new roads derailments 
for tho first few days are the rule rather 
than the exception. The entire, route, 
to the end of Superior street, and _on 
the second city service line to the end 
of Fort, was traversed yesterday ftt 
speeds ranging from mn to twelve 
miles per hour, the cars running 
smoothly, starting and slopping with 
little or no jar; and proving thoroughly 
obedient to the motor. So smoothly in 
fact was their running that in crossing 
Jamos Bay bridge at full speed they did 
not create the slightest oscillation. A 
few horses naturally were alarmed at 
the unusual Speotaole of the rapidly 
moving vehicles of comfort and con 
venience with no visible means of pro- 
pulsion, but no runaways were recorded; 
and with care the drivers on the road 
hope to avoid any accidents, even while 
breaking the city horses in to the sight 
of the cars. To-morrow afternoon all 
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four ears will be put nil the road, 
regular trips over the complete line 
he made every fifteen minutes, 
regular time card then going 
effect.

TEE TIMES UN SCHOOL MAT- 
TERS. 

Tho other day tho Times spoke of the 
"nauseating iteration" of our demand 
for facts about tho working of 
the Education Department of the 
province, and yet it very seldom misses 
a day on which it does not repeat in- 
exact, inaccurate, and grossly mislead- 
ing statements. It is this that forces 
on us the unpleasant duty of correcting 
its statements and of informing the pub- 
lic of the true stute of matters in con- 
nection with the educational topics 
which it discusses. Hence the public 
is not iu the very least alarmed, nor has 
anything in the shape of discontent em- 
anated from tho teachers. 

On Wednesday night the Times, in its 
usual article on the Education Depart- 
ment, asked "what is to bo thought of the 
legislature which could stoop to the dis- 
cussion of such trilling matters" and 
we would ask in reply what is to be 
thought of the Times, which sel- 
dom discusses anything else thun 
such " trifling matters." Not only 
so, hut it has goaded on the 
Opposition members of the House to 
take up tho very pettiest details of the 
Education Department, and, among 
other things, toa.sk for all papers relat- 
ing to the marking of a school register 
of attendance at Vancouver — whether a 
new teacher had marked the register at 
9 o'clock or at It) o'clock on some dark, 
dreary morning. There is, we are in- 
formed, no imputation whatever that 
the teacher was late or was not attend- 
ing diligently to the teaching of the 
children in the school, hut the "attend- 
ance" register was late in being tilled 
up, and that was the crime. The friends 
of the Times have not thought it be- 
neath their dignity to bring this up in 
the House, at the instance of .Mr. 
Semltn, backed by Mr. lieaven; aud a 
committee of live members, whose time 
may be supposed to be ot some little 
importance, has been appointed to 
formally enquire intu this " trifling 
detail." We imagine that the energetic 
and spirited member from Yale, Mr. 
Martin, the new and serious minded 
member from Westminster, Mr. Cut 
ningham, together with tho affablo Ml 
Croft and the busy Mr. Ladner, will 
not thank the old Ontario school master, 
Mr. Semlin, lor blunderingly getting 
them to inquire into such a childish 
thing as this, and to report on it to the 
House. It is entirely the fault of the 
Times, and of one or two discontented 
kickers, who are at the back of th 
Times, that Mr. SeniUn started ei 
foolish a wild goose chase, and so was 
the immediate cause of this committee 
of live gentlemen being appointed. 

The Times proceeds to ask if it is any 
wouder that teachers are leaving a pro- 
fession, "in scores," in which they are 
subjected to "petty tyranny" and "irri- 
tating exactions" and "vexatious re- 
strictions." Now, we can state from 
minute enquiry, that no teacher has left 
tho profession in this province to follow 
it in any other province, for the best of all 
possible reasons that here they art- 
better paid than in any other province in 
Canada, and, further, it is absolutely true 
that nowhere aro they better treated or 
are they more contented. But, in % new 
country liko this, the post of a teacher 
Is happily, for the teacher, often the 
stepping stone to a higher and hotter 
position from a money point of view 
and it is no uncommon thing to find them 
in tho legislature, in our warehouses, or 
even in our editorial chairs. Then, with 
regard to the lady teachers of this pro- 
vince, all who havocarstohear must have 
hiard, that for years hack they have 
been getting engaged by battalions and 
married in platoons — much to the tech- 
nical or professional regret and disap- 
pointment of the gentlemen of the Educa- 
tion Department. It is a matter ol 
common knowledge that the teachers ol 
the province nro always treutcd with 
the greatest oourtosy and consideration, 
both by the Education Department and 
the 300 popularly elected gentlemen 
who act as Trustees of our schools, and 
in whom alone the selection of teaehera 
rests. 

Tho Times tries to impress on tht 
public that tho " Rules and Regula 
tions" which guide the work of om 
schools are the invention of tho present 
heads of the Education Department 
but, ae a matter of fnot, there has boen 
no alteration in dium of tbe smalleei 
importance during the last ten years 
Then it was Mr. Jessop, Superintendent 

Of Education, thirteen years ago, win 
introduced " dally marking." Mr. Mo 
Kenzie followed it, and DOW the jretaut 



TEE LANGUAGE QUESTION. 

The question whether French shall 
continue to he an official language in the 
Northwest Territories ha? become' much 
more serious than its apparent import- 
ance warrants. To ninety-nine hun- 
dredths of the inhabitants of tho Do- 
minion ono would think it would be a 
matter of perfect indifference whether 
the official documents of tho Territories 
wore published in French or in English, 
or in both languages. The subject is 
one of no very great consequence in it- 
self, and, whether important or unim- 
portant, it affects the inhabitants of the 
territories, and them alone. One would 
think that their convenience and their 
preferences alone should bo consulted in 
the settlement of a question like this, 
apparently of purely local concern. 

This is the common sense view, and, it 
the question was an ordinary one, the 
common-sense view would be sure to 
prevail. But, unfortunately, the ele 
ment of race antagonism has been im- 
ported into the discussion of the sub- 
ject, nnd when race jealousies and race 
antipathies get mixed up with any ques- 
tion of public interest, the disputants 
are pretty sure, when considering it, 
utterly to disregard the promptings ol 
common-sense. 

Tt is because this simple question of 
administration in the Northwest Terri- 
tories has been dragged into the quarrel 
that has been raised in the East be- 
tween the French and English, that it 
has assumed an importance altogether 
disproportioned to its intrinsic merits. 
Tho Anti-Jesuit or Equal Plights party 
has deliberately chosen this language 
question as a bone of contention, and 
the extremists on the other side, with- 
out stopping to consider tho worth ol 
the thing to be fought for, 
have commenced to quarrel over 
it fiercely. They have not cool- 
ness enough nor sense enough 
to disappoint those who arc bound to 
stir up strife in the Dominion by re- 
fusing to fight for a thing that is clear- 
ly not worth fighting about, 

Everyone, whether ho is an English- 
man or a Frenchman, a Procestant or a 
Catholic, must see that it is folly to con- 
tend for a privilege that is not suited to 
the circumstances of the community in 
which it is to be exercised. Ii the great 
majority of the population of the Terri- 
tories is English-speaking, it isfoolish to 
insist upon its retaining French as an 
official language merely because some 
men, long before those Territories were 
Bittled, ordained that French should be 
an official language in that part of the 
Dominion. It was unwise in the legisla- 
ture of the Dominion to enact such a 
law in the first place, for those who 
composed it might have known that thi 
was a matter which the inhabitants o 
the Territories would sooner or late 
settle for themselves. In fact, every at- 
tempt that, in a new country, is made 
to guarantee the rights of unborn 
minorities is foolish, because certain in 
the end to be futile. It is au interfer- 
ence with the rights of self-government, 
which is almost certain to be found in- 
convenient and imsuited to the future 
condition of the country. All such re- 
straints tire sure to be disregarded as 
soon as the majority find them to be em 
b irrassing. 

Everyone that has the least common 
sense knows perfectly well that the pco 
pie of the Northwest Territories wil 
settle this language question for them 
selves as soon as the full privileges of self 
government are extended to them. It 
the Federal Legislature foolishly at- 
tempts to restrain their action in 
this direction they will disregard 
its restraints and assert thuh 
right to shape their legislation 
according to their own circumstan- 
ces, and in accordance with the well 
understood wishes of the greater mini 
ber. Communities that l-.ivo a right to 
self-government will not, in these days, 
bo checked or dictated to with respect 
to matters that are their special concern. 

The proposal then to leave the lan- 
guage question to be disposed of by the 
pcoplo of tho Northwest Territories is 
strictly in accordance with common 
sense and sound policy. \\ e cannol 
see how any one can object to it. It is 
simply a recognition of the right of tlu 
inhabitants of the Territories to govern 
themselves. This right the inhabitants 
of every province are ready to assert on 
all occasions. They are very properly 
jealous of any interference with it 
by the Federal Government. 

The representatives of the province 
of Quebec should be among the vorj 
lirst. to recognize the right of the peopli 
of the Territories to manage their own 
affairs. They aro exceedingly tenacious 
of provincial rights. It was to preservi 
those rights fiom invasion that Sir Johl 
Maodonald, taking his political life in 
his hand, only the other day refused ti 
disallow an act of their provincial legis- 
lature. They enthusiastically approved 
of the stand wdiich the Premier and hi- 
colleagues then took in favor of provitl 
cial self-government. Those representa- 
tives, if they were consistent, would 
uheerfllUy extend to tho settlers in tin 
Not th west the right which they prjzi 
so highly, und which they are deter 
mined lit all risks to preserve. 

But, it is evident, that they htm 
idlowed their opponents to make then 
angry and in their excitement they an 
blind to tho true merits of tho case upon 



ABOUT INFORMERS. 

During the debate in tho Assembly on 
.Mr. Croft's Bill to prevent forest fires, 
tho Hon. Mr. Bohson strongly con- 
demned the employment of spies and in- 
formers, and the payment of blood- 
money to utterly unscrupulous and irre- 
sponsible parties, who would not hesi- 
tate to BWear out a caso in consideration 
of their being paid by tho authorities, 
acting in tho most perfect good faith, 
a portion of the line to be imponed. It 
was shown that, as a rule, forest fires 
were the result of accident, or, at the 
worst, of carelessness. Of eourso it is 
highly essential that our lumber re- 
sources should bo protected to tho 
utmost possible extent, neverthe- 
less the offenders are not such as are 
in the habit of wilfully violating the 
customs, excise, and license^ laws. 
Moreover, they cannot be expected to 
travel into tho heart of tho forestB, 
while tho very fact of his being liable to 
be branded as an "informer," and to bo 
[iaid as such, would prevent many an 
honorable man doiug wlutt he really 
considered to be his duty in the matter. 
Tho majority of the members, however, 
sided upon this issue with Mr. Croft 
and voted down the proposal to strike 
out the clause, which, it occurs to us, is 
somewhat of a reflection upon lumber- 
men and prospectors, who do not re-

1890.

F, IT ENACTED HY THE COUNCIL 
tlio Corporation of tho City of Vic- 
toria, as follows: 

1. It shall bo lawful for the Finance 
Committee of tlio said Council to arrange 
for and obtain a credit, by way of over- 
draft upon current account with tho Hand 
of British North America, to an amount 
not exceeding in the whole tlio sum of 
350.000. Including tho now existing over 
draft, at a ruto of Interest not exceeding 
six per cent, per annum. 

2. All monies so overdrawn shall be use:l 
for the ordinary current expenditure of Uie 
said Corporation, and shall bo repaid to 
the said Hank on or boforo tho 31st day of 
Deoembor, 1890, out of tho Municipal rov 
mm of the said Corporation for the current 
year.

The means of 
introducing morphia under the skin 
bos become frightfully popular; bol 
radon ua, stramonium, hyoseyamus, 
aconite and Indian hemp' have each 
had a turn of popularity tor the relief 
of different forms of distress; for core 
bal excitement and "nervousness" the 
bromides have had and still have a 
considerable measure of professional 
and popular favor; chloral was wel 
coined as a glorious and harmless rem 
edy for the sleeplessness of pain and 
of nervous excitement; cocaine created 
a widespread enthusiasm not merely 
for its property of producing local an 
BOSthesia, but also for its general 
effects in hypodermic injection; anti- 
pyrin came upon the stugo with a 
blare of trumpets; and now sulphonal 
is heralded as the long desired hyp 
notic, without danger and without 
after effects. 

Each of the anaesthetics, hypnotics 
and sedatives mentioned abo've is an 
instrument of great value in the modi 
cal arsenal. We are absolutely mas- 
ters of all pain and of all the distresses 
and depressions that increase under 
the pressure of civilization. But we 
are yet without a single agent, unless 
it ho sulphonal, that is certainly harm- 
less. There is no niedicino the pro 
longed use of which does not leave a 
bad effect, and the use of which, ex 
cept under the eye of the physician, 
is without immediate danger" Sul- 
phonal has been taken in all quanti- 
ties and under many conditions, with- 
out any apparent bad effects; but it is 
from recent reports that we learn its 
use is attended with some danger, and 
ono fatality hus been ascribed/though 
doubtfully, to its use. 

Let the doctors work out the issue. 
The public has no business to deal 
with these things. The victims of 
simple insomnia are many, their tor- 
tures are considerable, but until they 
aro ready to appeal to the physician 
they should Let drugs alone. "When 
the doctors And a harmless sleeping 
medicine the world will know it. Un- 
til the victim of insomnia who docs 
not rely on the doctors can only resort 
to the simple ways of courting sleep, 
the most efficacious of which, without 
danger and without any ill effects, is 
change of seme and change of inter- 
est.— .Mil waultee Sentinel.

THE PEOPLE TO DECIDE. 

After a Long Diiiimsslon the Sawmill Ry- 
Law I'ussea its .Second Beading; 

At iv speciul meeting of tho City 
Council held lust evening there were 
present Mayor Grant, in tho chuir, and 
the following members of the Board: 
Aid. Wilson, Goodacre, Smith, Holland, 
Robertson, VigelitlS and Harrison. 

The first business brought up for con- 
sideration was in tho form of a by-law 
providing for a loan of $25,000 to induce 

the establishment of a sawmill at Esqui- 
mau having a capacity of not less than 
150,000 feet per diem, and employing no 
Chinese. 

Aid. Vigelius remarked that he did 
not know whether or not it would be 

well to assist in the establishment of a 
industry which might possibly injur 
existing industries. Tho establishment 
of the mill would be of great benefit to 
Victoria, no doubt, but it would he 
of more benefit to Eaquimnlt, and 
if any assistance was pfferad he 
thought it should come from Esqui- 
malt. The Brotherhood of Carpenters 
now asked for assistance to start a mill, 
and if encouragement was given us pro- 
posed in the. by-law, and as asked by 
the carpenters, t here was no knowing 
where tho applications for aid would end. 

Aid. Smith was of opinion that if 
Esquimalt harbor was a suitable site for 
a big mill it would be established there, 
bonus or no bonus. lie did no! care to 
support the by-law, as it might injure 
established business interests, which 
had not been encouraged. 

Aid. Harrison, although he had intro- 
duced the by-law, said ' that ho felt in- 
clined to withdraw it. He had expected 
the Victoria Dumber iV Manufacturing 
Co. to make some more definite oiler 
than they had through the mayor, lie 
would, however, let the by-law go to 
vote. 

Aid. Holland and Robertson disap- 
proved of assisting any mill which 
might injure the old established mill of 
Mr Say ward. They thought that a 
mill at Esquimalt would injure Mr. 
Sayward, and Muirhoad ,t Munn, if they 
added a ,-aw mill to their business, and 
the)' would not vol,- for the by-law 
which would assist a mill there. 

Aid. Goodacre hoped that the by-law 
would be allowed to go to the people for 
their decision. lie would be very sorry 
to see Victoria allow an important and 
valuable indust ry 1 1 
lingers and go t',, ( ' 
pursuing a policy of 
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sage of the b) law, and reviewed the 
groat advantages to he gained by the 
operation of an immense saw mill, ex- 
porting millions of feet of lumber 
annually, in the near neighborhood of 
Victoria. 

Aid. Wilson was afraid that if the 
big mill was established they would also 
open their own store and supply t heir 
hands with all they required, and Vic 
toria would not derive the advantages 
promised at all. 

Mayor Grant said that the expendi- 
ture through the loading of ships and 
the operation of tb,- mill would be noth- 
ing less than $500,000 a year, to say the 
yery least, in Victoria, He did not 
think the mill could possibly injure Mr. 
Sayward, who manufactured for local 
consumption solely, and thon could not 
meet the demand

by-law that their action was strongly 
detrimental to the best interests of Vic- 
toria. 

After souiu further rambling discus 
sion, the motion for tho second reading 
of the by-law WOS put and carried. 

Aid. Vigelius, Holland, Robertson ami 
MeKillican voting nay. 

Aid. Goodacre, Wilson, Harrison and 
Smith voted yea, and Mayor On 
also recorded his name in favor of pl 
ing the by-law before the people. 

" Put my name in big letters in favor 
of allowing the people to decide," re 
marked Aid. ( looducrc. 

" And mine, loo," asked Mayor 

Grant, and the clerk, with a smile, 
promised to comply. 

The fourth day of March was lixi 
upon as the date of the pull, and M 
W. K. Bull was named as returning 
officer.
